The Hartnell faculty includes five teachers who were 
born outside of the United States. They are Dr. Jerome 
K. Holmes, Mr. Louis Eris, Mr. William R. Bullis; Mr. 


Emil Ramos, and Dr. Michael Samsonow. 


Tokyo, Japan, was the birth- 
place of Dr. Jerome K. Holmes, 
Hartnell chemistry instructor, 
whose parents were missionaries 
in Japan. He came to the 
United States in 1923, when he 
was eight years old. When he 
was 14, he moved to Hawaii 
where he attended high school 
and the University of Hawaii. 
He also went to college in China 
for one year as an exchange stu- 
dent. 

rs received his bachelor’s de- 
gvee from the University of Ha- 
waii and his doctorate from the 
University of California. He 
was teaching at the University 
of Hawaii when Pearl Harbor 
was attacked. He then served 
in the army and was awarded 
the Bronze Star medal. 

Has Large Family 

After the war he went to 
San Diego county where he 
taught in the Mt. Empire Uni- 
fied School district until 1954, 
when he came to Hartnell. He 
is married and has seven chil- 
dren, four girls and three boys, 
and his wife is expecting an- 
other child soon. 

Mr. Louis Eris, Hartnell lan- 
guage and psychology teacher, 
was born in the Basque coun- 
try, France, and came to the 
United States when he was 13. 
He received his AB and MA de- 
grees from the University of 
California and has done gradu- 
ate work at the University of 


™ California and San Jose State. 


Mr. Eris is in his 30th year of 
teaching at Hartnell. He taught 
at San Rafael military academy 
and junior college for three 
years and at Marin junior. col- 
lege before coming to Hartnell 
in 1929. 

Daughter Married Journalist 

Mr. Eris is married and has 
two children. His son, Rene, 20, 
former Hartnell student body 
president, is at San Jose State 
and works for International 
Business Machines Corporation. 
His daughter, 22, a former stu- 
dent body officer also, is mar- 
ried, to Richard A. Johnson, a 

former Hartnell journalism stu- 


dent who attends Stanford and 
is teaching at Foothill college. 
Waterloo, Quebec, Canada, 
was the birthplace of Mr. Wil- 
liam R. Bullis, ehgineering in- 
structor at Hartnell. He came 
to the United States in 1912 
when. he was 44% years old, and 
grew up near Portland, Ore. 
He received his bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees from Oregon 
State, and did graduate work 
at Pacific university, University 
of California, Los- Angeles, Uni- 
versity of Southern California,

How did Monterey ever lead San Jose by 12 points at the half? 

A garnish of Pasadena roses would have been rewarding . for 
Coach Blue and his greatest of all Hartnell teams. However, it 
seems more Pasadena’s loss than ours. We have been able to see 
this fine team in action almost every week end. When Pasadena 
officials failed to select Hartnell, they merely deprived themselves 
of seeing what a devastating machine Coach Blue had fielded. 

More important, Coach Blue was able to prove that when he “had 
the horses” he could go all the way. And he did it against the 
toughest schedule a Hartnell coach ever faced. All has not always 
been sunshine and flowers for Mr. Blue since his arrival in Salinas, 
but now he is on top, and we don’t think it could have happened 
to a more deserving person. 

In reply to the chant of Hartnell rooters, Coach Blue put Hal 
Turner into the game just long enough to turn in the most sensa- 
tional play of the year. Turner was going to attempt a conversion, 
and a bad pass from center went over his head and rolled to about 
the 25 or 30 yard line. With Lobos pursuing in all directions, Tur- 
ner chased the ball. Calmly, as though he had rehearsed it all sea- 
son, “Prince” Hal scooped up the ball, turned and pitched a per- 
fect strike into Ken Blanton’s waiting arms in the end zone. 

For the second time this decade Mr. Hal Ulrici’s drama depart- 
ment has gained the distinction of furnishing the cover picture for 
the Delta Psi Omega nationwide publication, The Playbill. Over 
200 members in the organization submit pictures in hopes that they 
might gain this honor. The scene selected was Hartnell’s “Tea 
House of the August Moon.”

With 9-0 Slate 


The Hartnell Panthers opened 
the football season with a pre- 
view of things to come ,as for 
the first time in three years they 
beat the Porterville Pirates in 
their opening game. 

A 40-12 rout resulted behind 
the quarterbacking of Wayne 
Handley and the running of 
Bob Cabanyog, Jim Stireman 
and Chris Machado.
